Three robbers blew open two safes 
| and a large vault at the New Grand 
| Central moving picture theater, 
Grand and Lucas avenues, early this 
morning, after binding John John- 
gon, 68. years old, the night watch- 
man, to a chair with . picture wire, 
pnd stole $1700, the Saturday night 
and Sunday receipts of the theater. 

The robbery became known when 
Johnson, coatless and _ trembling, 
with hands bound behind him, stag- 
gered into a restaurant at Grand 
avenue and Olive street, four blocks 
from the theater, at 7:30 a.m. The 
proprietor and a waitress released 


him and telephoned to the police. 

Investigation by policemen at the 
theater showed that plush hangings 
hed been torn from the boxes and 
after being soaked in water had been 
used by the robbers to deaden the 
sound when they blew open the 
safes.

28,000,000 men are bearing arms in 
the war—-27,500,000 on the side of 
the world allies and 10,500,000 on 
the side of the central Powers, ac- 
cording to latest War Department 
compilations from published reports 
in various countries.

CHICAGO, Oct. 22.—Robert Fitz-| 
simmons, former champion heavy- 
weight pugilist of the world, died of 
pneumonia at a hospital here, early 
today, after an illness of five days. 


The former champion was taken 
sick last Tuesday while appearing 
at a vaudeville theater, and his ail- 
ment was at first diagnosed as pto- 
maine poisoning. Later it was dis- 
| covered that he was suffering from 
double (lobar) pneumonia and 
physicians declared that he _ could 
not live. His remarkable fitality 
sustained him uatil Saturday, when 
he lansed into unconsciousness, from 
which he did not rally except at in- 
tervals. 

During the five days of his illness 
Fitzsimmons was the recipient of 
many messages from’ men whom he 
had formerly met in the ring, includ- 
ing James J. Corbett; from whom he 
won the championship, and James 
J. Jeffries, who took the title from 
him. Other pugilists and followers 
of the sport sent telegrams to tne 
fighter and his wife, expressing hope 
of a speedy recovery.

Fitz- 
simmons always was referred to as 
an Australian, because it was there 
that he started his ring career, but 
he was born in Helsten; Cornwall, 
England, June 4, 1862. His parents, 
however, soon moved to New Zea- 
land. Fitzsimmons started: work in 
his father’s blacksmith shop and at 
the age of 18 “pained fame for his 
dexterity in swinging a heavy ham- 
mer and fashioning of horseshoes. It 
was said he could shape two while 
others made one. 
Was Versatile Athlete. 

Naturally athletic, Fitzsimmons 
engaged in all kinds of sports. Before 
taking up boxing he was a hammer- 
thrower and long-distance runner. 
His speed and_.endurance were 80 
marvelous that he was given to 
hunting kangaroos afoot. The for- 
mer champion’s ring career began 
as the winner of a lightweight com- 
petition promoted by Jem Mace at 
Timaru, N. Z., in 1880. He defeated 
four men, knocking out three of 
them and thus became the amateur 
champion of the country. The méxt 
year, he defended his honors, defeat- 
ing five opponents in one night. 

Fitzsimmons continued at the forge 
for the next six or seven years, but 
was ready to fight at the first oppor- 
tunity. After fighting three battles | 
with Jim Hall, then regarded as the 
middleweight champion of Australia, 
Fitzsimmons came to America in 
1890. He was one of the lightest men 
te win the heavyweight champion- 
ship. He rarely weighed moré than 
165 pounds when in condition and 
gave more than 100 pounds to some 
opponents. 

Fitzsimmons won ihe world’s 
heavyweight title in 1897, when he 
defeated James J. Corbett in. the 
fourteenth round of their memorable 
battle -at Carson City, Nev; He 
stopped Corbett with his famous so- 
ler plexus punch, of which he was 
the originator. 

Title Taken by Jeffries. 

For two years Fitzsimmons clung 
to the honor, losing it to James J. 
Jeffries when he was knocked out 
in the eleventh round of a fierce bat- 
tle, June 8, 1899, at Coney Island, 
N. ¥. In 1902 he met Jeffries again, 
but after having the better of the 


‘mons went down -to defeat in the 
eighth round. 

Fitzsimmons made.a fortiine in the 
ring but his earnings soon vanished. 
His contest. with Jim Hall in New 
Orleans was for a purse of $40,000, 
but Fitzsimmons received only «a 
portion. His first battle with Jef- 
fries drew $63,000 and hig second 
$31,000. The receipts of his battle 
with Gus Ruhlin were $45,000 and 
his contest with Tom agrees drew 
$25,000. :

Louis and now wealthy owner wf 
the Great Northern Hotel in Chicago, 
today was sued in the Circuit Court 
at Clayton by his brother, Julian 
Laughlin, for $70,805.01, on account 
of personal and business. transac- 
tions between them during a peril 
of 36 years, the petition aileging 
that Julian Laughlin was cheated 
and defrauded while his brother was 
professing great love and affection 
for him. 

Julian Laughlin’s petition recites 
that in the late ’70s, when Henry D. 
-Laughlin, with whom he was in law 
partnership, was in need of financial 
assistance, he helped him under 
promise he would repay and do all 
for him “one man could do for an- 
other.” , 
Gas Bills on Statement. 


The plaintiff alleges that for many 
years he contributed largely to his 
brother and his family. The peti- 


in which loans for amounts as small 
as $3, payment of gas bills, and two 
items of $5 each alleged to have been 
advanced to his brother’s wife are 
listed. Total of money advanced to 
the defendant or to others at his in- 
stance is given as $27,628.78.

Fifteen-year penitentiary terms, 
one year more than the minimum 
punishment for murder under the) 
laws ef Illinois, were decreed for 
John Dow and Charles Hanna, in the 
Belleville Circuit Court last night, by 
the jury which had tried them for 
the murder of William Keyser, in the 
East St. Louis race riot of July 2. 

The jury disagreed in the case of 
Harry Robinson, third of the defend- 
ants, and’ he will be fetried on the 
Keyser charge or on the charge of 
murdering two negroes, which also 
is pending against him. 

Dow and Hanna are the second 
pair of white defendants to be con- 
victed of murder in the race riet 
trials.

“Under the excitement caused by 
their supposed holiness and inspira- 
tion, théy call themselves not only 
teachers and prophets, but also 
Saviors, Redeemers, Christs, moth- 
ers of God. Generally speaking, 
they call themselves simply gods and 
pray to each other as to real gods 
and living Christs and Madonnas. 
When several of these teachers come 
together at a meeting they dispute 
with each other in a vain, boasting 
way as to which of them possesses 
most grace and power. In this rival- 
ry they sometimes give each other 
lusty blows on the ear, and he who 
bears the blows the most patiently, 
turning..the other cheek to the 
smiter, acquires the reputation 
having the most holiness. 


“Another sect belonging to the 
same category and which indeed 


claims close kindred with it is. the 


Jumpers, among whom the erotic 
element is disagreeably prominent. 
Here is a description of their re- 
ligious meetings, which are held dur- 
ing summer in a forest and during 
winter in some outhouse or barn. 
After due preparation, prayers are 
read by the chief teacher, dressed in 
a white robe and standing in the 
midst of the congregation. At first 
he reads in an ordinary tone of voice 
and then passes gradually into a 
merry chant. When he remarks that 
the chanting has sufficiently acted 
on the hearers he begins to jump. 
The hearers, singing likewise, follow 
his example. Their ever-increasing 
excitement finds expression in the 
highest possible jumps. 
continue as long as they can-—men 
and women alike yelling like enraged 
savages. When all are thoroughiy 
exhausted the leader declares that 
he hears the angels singing, and 
then begins a scene which cannot be 
here described.”’ 

A Susceptible, Deludeable People. 

I have quoted this passage in full 
because it may give to the reader 
who is not versed in the details of 
Russian existence and Russian psy- 
chology the key to the circumstnces 
that helped Rasputin to absorb for 
such a considerable number of years 
the attention of the public in Russia, 
and which, in fact, made him possi- 
ble as a great ruling, though not 
governing, force in the country. In 
some ways he had appealed to the 
two great features of the human 
characted in general and of the Rus- 
sian character in particular—mysti- 
cism and influence of the senses. It 
is not so surprising as it might seein 
at first sight that he contrived to as- 
cend to a position which no one who 
knew him at first ever supposed he 
would or could attain.

Rasputin a Master of Casielgabens: 

The one extraordinary thing about 
Rasputin is that he was not mur- 
dered sooner. He was so entirely 
desp and so universally detested 
all over Russia that it was really 
a miracle that he could remain alive 
so long a time after it had been 
found impossible to remove him 
from the scene of the world by other 
than violent means. It was a recog: 
nized fact that he had had a hand 
in all kinds of dirty money matters 
and that ne business of a financial 
character connected with military 
expenditure could be brought to 2 
close without his = mixed in it. 
About this, however; I shall

it was exploited by all kinds of indi- 


viduals of a shady character, who}

A kind of bargaining established 
itself between people desirous of 
‘es making a career.and Rasputin, eager 
to enrich himself, no matter by what 
means. He began by playing the 
intermediary in different financial 
transactions against a substantial 
consideration, and at last he thought 
himself entitled to give his atfention 
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to matters of state. This was the 
saddest side of his remarkable career | 
as @ pseudo-Cagliiostro. He had a 

good deal of natural intelligence, and | 
while being the first to laugh at fair | 
ladies who clustered around him, he 
understood at once that he could 
make use of them. This he did not 
fail to do. He adopted toward them 

the manners of a stern master, and 
treated them like his humble slaves 

At last he ended by leading the exist- 

ence of a man of pleasure, denying 
himself nothing, especially his fond- 
- ness for liquor of every kind. At 
that time there was no prohibition 
in Russia and, like all Russian peas- 
ants, Rasputin was very fond of 
vodka, to which he never missed 
adding a substantial quantity of 
champagne whenever he found the 
opportunity. 
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I shall abstain from touching upon 
the delicate point of the orgies +» 
which it is related that Rasputin 
was in the habit of addicting him- 
self, the more so because I do not 
really believe these ever took place 
in those higher circles of society 
where it was said they regularly oc- 
curred, That strange things may 
have; happened among the common 
people, who in far greater numbers 
than it has ever been known used to 
attend the religious meetings which 
he held, I shall not deny. it must 
always be remembered that Ras- 
putin belonged to the religious sect 
of the Khlysty, of whosé assemblies 
we have read the description, and it 
is quite likely, and even probable, 
that the assembHes of these secta- 
rians at which he presided were not 
different from the others to which 
these heretics crowded. But I feel 
absolutely convinced that as regards 
the relations of the adventurer th 
the numerous ladies of society ¥iily 
enough to believe in him and i#® his 
these consisted 
only of superstitious reverence on 
one side and exploitation of human 
stupidity on the other. 


I must once more insist on the 
point that the apparition of Ras- 
putin in Russian society had nothing 
wonderful about it. 


What distinguished his short pas- 
sage was the fact that it was made 
the occasion by the natural enemies 
of the empire, consisting of the dis- 
contented at home and of the Ger- 
mans outside the frontier, to dis- 
credit the dynasty as well as those 
whose life was spent in its imme- 
diate vicinity and to present this fig- 
ure of the Vagrant half-monk and 
half-layman. He preached a new re- 
lation to those foolish @nough to lis- 
ten to him as being one of almost gi- 
gantic importance, who could at hir 
will and fancy direct the course of 
public affairs and lead them wher- 
ever he wanted. 


My object in this study will be to 
show Rasputin for what he really 
was, and in retracing the different 
vicissitudes of bis strange career not 
to give way to the many exaggera- 
tions, which, in familiarizing people 
abroad with his person and with his 
name, have made out of him some- 
thing quite wonderful, and almost 
equal in power with the Tzar him- 
self. It is time to do away with 
such legends and to bring Rasputin 
back to his proper level—a very able

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SENATOR HUSTING | 


ACDDENTALLY I 
AN BY BROTHER 


Supporter of President in Con- 
gress Shot in Back on Duck 
Hunting Trip. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis.; Oct. 22.— 
United States Senator Paul O. Hust- 
ing died at a farm house at Picketts 
last night after having been shot ac- 
cidentally in the back by his brother, 


| Gustave, when hunting ducks near 


Rush Lake. 

Senator Husting and his brother 
were rowing in separate boats when 
the tragedy occurred, the boat of 
the former being just ahead. The 
Senator saw a flock of ducks and 
called to his brother to shoot. 

The Senator suddenly rose from @ 
stooping position, evidently thinking 
that the shot would pass over his 
head. His brother, aiming at the 
ducks, pulled the trigger. Senator 
Husting was in direct line;with the 
shot and the full charge penerated 
his back at close range. 

His brothers, Peter, Gustave and 
B. A. Husting were with him when 
he died. Three physicians tried in 
vain to save his life. 

Under the laws of Wisconsin, Gov. 
Philip has the power to name a suc- 
cessor to the Senator until his suc- 
cessor is elected at a special or gen- 
eral election. The Governor has au- 
thority to call a special election. He 
has not determined what, course he 
will pursue in naming a successor. 

Senator Husting -was elected in 
1914. He backed President Wilson 
in all matters pertaining to a vigor-~- 
ous and successful prosecution of the 
war and fought German propogand- 
ists in his own State, 

During the early days of his term 
Congress was flooded with telegrams 
favorable to Germany from all parts 
of the country including Wisconsin. 
Senator Husting brought out that 
they were inspired by German sym- 
pathigers. 

Husting was born at Fon du Lac 
in 1866, attended school until his 
sixteenth year, then became clerk in 
@ general store, clerk in the post- 
office and then railway postal clerk, 
successively, and then clerk in the 
office of the Secretary of State. He 
entered the University of Wisconsin 
in 1896 and in December of that year 
he passed the state bar exanrination 
and began the practice of law at 
Mayville, Wis.. in which business he 
has been engaged ever since. He 
was elected District Attorney in 1902 
and again in 1904, in 1906 was elect- 
ed State Senator from the Thirteenth 
Senatorial District, and re-elected in 
1910; was elected to the United 
States Senate in 1914 to succeed 
Igaac Stephenson. His term of of- 
fice would have expired March 3, 
1921. 


BRITISH BEGIN AN ENVELOPING 
MOVEMENT ON PERSIAN FRONT 


Drive Turks Across Diala River and 
Prisoners and Ammuni- 
; Suffer in Africa. 

LONDON, Oct. 21.-—British troops 
fh Mesopotamia on Friday began an 
enveloping movement near the Per- 
sian frontier and drove the Turkish 
forces in the vicinity of Kisil-Robat 
across the Diala River. An officia! 
statement says: 

“We have carried out successful 
operations in the vicinity of Deitawa 
and Kisil-Robat. Our columns be- 
gan an enveloping movement pn Fri- 
day and drove the enemy &croas the 
Diala. The Turks destroyed the 
bridge at Kizil-Robat and retreated 
to the southern hille of the Jebel 
Hamrin ridge. We took some pris- 
oners and captured wagon loads of 
ammunition.” 

Heavy fighting is going on between 
British and Teuton forces in German 
East Africa. The British War Office 
announces that the mission station 
of Nyangas was occupied by the Brit- 
ish Oct. 17, after which the battle 
was resumed te the west of that 
place. The British force suffered 
considerable casualties and the Ger- 
man losses were also severe.

Difficult Task in Combatting 
Austrians Portrayed in Films 
at Victoria Theater. 


The official Itallan war pictures, 
which had their first. presentation 
yesterday afternoon at the Victoria 
Theater, show with striking clear- 


of Italian arms in the great battles 
that are gradually wresting lofty 
mountain peaks and great cities from |: 
the Austrians. 

The territory thus regained is a 
part of “Italia Irregenta,” or ‘Italy 
Unredeemed,” for the redemption of 
which the Rome Government en- }. 
tered the war. When the films 
showed hardy Italian soldiers pene- 
trating the snow-covered Alps and 
overcoming the enemy, deafening 
cheers came from the audience 
which was largely Italian, many 
being school children. The wildest 
enthusiasm broke out when Italian 
cavalry was shown entering the city 
of Gorizia after the Austrians had 
been driven out. 

Pictures Arrive Late. 
The first presentation did not start

Sentiments of the Albanians, 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

I shall be much obliged if you will 
grant me the hospitality of your columns 
for the publication of these few lines writ- 
ten to rectify some inaccuracies in regard 
to the sentiments of the population of 
Southern Albania, or Upper Epirus, which 
appeared recently in your Newspaper in 
a correspondence from Athens. 

Your correspondent asserts that Upper 
Epirus “is willing to accept Greek or Ital- 
fan authority, but never Albanian.” This 
is ir.correct. The population of that re- 
gion is purely Albanian, as it has been 
ascertained by the International Commis- 
efon appointed by the London Ambassa- 
dorial Conference of 1913 to draw the 
frontier line between Greece and the new- 
ly erected Albanian state. Nor is it true 
that the population of Southern Albania 
rose in arms to protest against the incor- 
poration of their land to the Albanian 
giate What really happened is this: Dur- 
ing the Balkan wars of 1912 Albania, 
which up to that time was a Turkish 
province, has been invaded and occupied 
by the armies of Montenegro, Servia and 
Greece. The Governments of these states 
evlemniy declared their intention to par- 
tition Albania, which they considered as 
a fruit of their victories against the Turks. 
Thw was prevented by the London confer- 
ence of 1913, which decreed that Albania 
should be an independent and sovereign 
state, and which ordered these Balkan 
egeressors to evacuate the territory as- 
signed to the new state. Montenegro and 
Rervia obeyed reluctantly and evacuated 
Northern and Central Albania. But Greece 
«evaded the issue. She withdrew her army 
from Southern Albania only after enact- 
ing the bloody comedy of the so-called 
revolutionary government of Northern 
Epirus, headed by Mr. Zogrados, which 
she provided with guns, ammunitfons. 
money, Greek soldiers and Greek officers. 
Fundamentally this was a continuation of 
the Greek occupation. The Albanian pop- 
ulation has suffered untold persecutions 
under this regime. Hundreds of villages 
were burned down and thousands of Al- 
bealans have been massacred or compelled 
to abandon their homes and make room 
for the Greek invaders. More than 100,- 
000 refugees flocked into Axlona. About 
half of these helpless and hopeless refu- 
gece have ne from starvation, ex- 
posure and d

THE THOUGHT FOR THE DAY. 

On Wednesday, the day designated by the 
President as Liberty Day every American should 
concentrate on one thought: 

How can I help my country in the war 
for justice and liberty. 

It has been decided by the Liberty Day Com- 
mittee to set aside five minutes of the day— 
from 3 p. m. to five minutes past 8—during 
which every other activity will cease and the 
whole thought and energy of the St. Louis peo- 
ple will be given to work for the nation. 

In the sacred hours of this day dedicated to 
patriotic consecration and endeavor the whole 
thought and energy of each one of us should 
be cgncentrated on this work. Let us consider 
what the young men of the lJand in the army and 
navy are doing and will do for their country. 
They offer the supreme sacrifice of all their 
powers and life itself. Those who are not al- 
ready at war on land or sea or in the air are 
undergoing the arduous labor of training for 
wat. They will soon be in battle undertaking 
more arduous labor under unimaginable hard- 
ships and dangers. Many will suffer wounds 
and death that we may live in freedom, security 


and peace. 
What can we do for them and to aid them in 


their task? What is the paramount duty now? 
It is to supply the Government with all-the 
money it needs to give the fighting men of the 
nation abundant food, warm clothes and all the 
war equipment required for the most efficient 
warfare. Remember that the better the war 
equipment the less the suffering, the less the 
danger, the less the harvest of death. 

The boys going into the trenches, the ships, 
the airplanes, the trucks and the ambulances 
are our boys—the flower of our young men. 
Shall we make their labors and sufferings and 
sacrifices as small or as great as possible?

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SHIPYARDS FOR 8ST. LOUIS. 
A very striking feature of Secretary Red- 
field’s address here on tlte use of the rivers was 
his suggestion for the establishments of ship- 
yards in St. Louis. 
Construction of a large additional tonnage in 
craft must precede the execution of any com- 
prehensive plan for placing the river system 
in the service of the nation’s carrying trade. Ves- 
sels now available are totally inadequate to an 
appreciable increase in the traffic. 
Mr. Redfield’s statement that St. Louis, the 
central port of the river system, the hub of 
the great territory through which that system 
is spread, should take the chief initiative in 
the creation of this essential new tonnage has 
a force which will instantly be appreciated. 
The Government is preparing to give sub- 
stantial aid on a scale never before approxi- 
mated and in forms never before attempted, 
but it “will help only those who help themselves.” 
If private enterprise in St. Louis does not grasp 
the opportunity the task of providing the new 
river fleets must be assigned to some other port. 
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ARMY PROMOTIONS ON MERIT. 
Abolition of the seniority rule for army promo- 
tions was, of course, to be expected from a Gov- 
ernment resolved to put our armed forces upon 
the highest possible plane of efficiency. It did 
very well for a nice little military figurehead 
system such as we have had in normal peacé 
times, but it would scarcely do for the stress of 
actual war. 

The country needs the best men it can get to 
lead its soldiers, regardless of age or length of 
service or previous occupation. If there is an 
embryo Napoleon concealed beneath the exterior 
of the humblest subaltern or the rawest recruit, 
we want him brought out in the shortest pos- 
sible time. Whether there is such a one or not, 
the fact that every ambitious young officer, 
whether from West Point, the national guard, 
the new army, the officers’ reserve corps or from 
the ranks, knows he need not break his heart 


against barriers of { in his struggle for ad- 


vancement shoul him to the highest en- 
deavor. 

Incidentally the knowledge that swivel chair 
athletics have been irrevocably abolished as a 
means to promotion ought to have a tremendously 
stimulating effect upon some of the older officers. 
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When the Kaiser und the Sultan met at the 
Yildiz Kiosk in Constantinople there was concen- 
trated in the Moslem temple more cruelty and 
ruthlessness than will ever come together again in 
royal robes. 
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BRINGING EQUAL TAXATION NEARER. 

Advance toward equal taxation in Missouri is 
indicated by a number of encouraging signs. 
One is the conception of their responsibilities 
and duties revealed by the State Tax Commis- 
sioners. A bulletin printed by the board at in- 
tervals contains illuminating explanations on the 
tax machinery, the detailed requirements of the 
law and the principle underlying them, and com- 
bats misrepresentation and prejudice. 

Taxation of mortgages by assessment is based 
On an unsound theory, but as long as the law re- 
mains on the statute books it should, of course, 
have an impartial enforcement. In fact, the best 
way to bring about a modification of the law may 
be to impose the tax on all mortgages without 
fear or favor. To impose it on some while others 
are permitted to go tax free is unfair and un- 
just. The board is pursuing vigorous measures 
for searching out the records and placing all mort- 
gages on the assessment rolls. 

A departure of considerable interest is the order 
sent to the county courts throughout the State 
to deny payment of their salaries to local As- 
sessors who disobey the instructions of the board

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OUR FIRST HEAVY WARE BLOW. 
The sinking of the returning United States 
troop transport Antilles by a German submarine 
with the loss of 70 lives is the first serious dis- 


convoy or the army in its movement of troops to 
Europe. It has been made public by the Govern- 
ment with all the known details a8 s00n as pos- 
sible. This in accord with the promises of the 
War and Navy Departments and it should end 
all the malicious and traitorous business which 
has been filling the land with horrifying lies of 
ships sunk and soldiers by thousands sent to the 
bottom. The people will now know that when 
any disaster of the kind does happen they will be 
informed officially. 

There {s another mischievous impression which 
this disaster will dispel. The pacifying notion 
that Germany regards the United States as a 
negligible quantity in the war and views with 
indifference our efforts to get troops to 
Europe, {fs now effectually .exploded. Ger- 
many has been after these American troop 
transports with all of its available submarine 
power ever since they began to move. It has 
been waging war against the United States in the 
deadliest manner it has been able to. These 
much ridiculed “battles” between American con- 
voys and U-boats were real battles, the torpedoes 
were not porpoises and that the ships escaped 
undamaged was due to no lack of effort on Ger- 
many’s part to sink them. ~ 

It is a transport emptied of its fighting troops 
which has now been caught, but the loss of life 
is still grievous. People are not fully awake to 
the fact that the German monster is at their 
throats. This will help awaken them to the 
realities of war. Every American can strike 
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"NOT A 50-50 BASIS WATER METER. 
A very useful and industrious little water me- 
ter has been discovered operating on a main 
through which a part of the water is supplied for 
State use at Jefferson City. Tests show that when 
it measured $40 worth of value received for the 
State, it measured about $60 worth of graft. 
In view of its reliable habit of recording prac- 
tically two and one-half times as great a quan- 
tity of water as was consumed, can we wonder 


ing water from the State’s deep wells, dug at 
large cost, have been resisted? Can we wonder 
that a late complaisant prison management, just 
before it was ousted, renewed the contract of the 
private hydraulic company for a period of five 
more years? As the prison bills for water at the 
same rate of measured consumption as the pres- 
ent have run about $10,000 annually for some time 
past, the presumption that this rapid meter or 
others just as fast have been operating to the 
disadvantage of taxpayers for Many years seems 
justified. 

Some of these Jefferson City schemes for util- 
izing public assets and resources for private 
benefit have shown ingenuity, but resort to a 
device so old and worn out and bald as a fast 
meter only causes indignation and disgust. How- 
ever, it may be said that this machine for meas- 
uring water has caught the working spirit and 
principle typical of the capital gangsters. The 
petty grafter at the Missouri seat of government 
is never satisfied with a division: on the usual 
50-50 basis. He always demands 60 per cent or 
better for himself, according only 40 per cent or 
less for the public. 

All other meters measuring water for the State 
should, of course, be tested. Suits should be 
brought for a refund of the overcharges of the 
past. The questionable five-year contract entered 
into without publicity or bids should be abro- 
gated.
